Grade: Shall be Class A, "Extra" Grade for human consumption. 


Detailed Requirements: 


Class A Dry Skim Milk of "Extra" grade for human consumption 
shall meet fully the following specifications: It shall be 
made by the removal of water from freshly skimmed milk (not 
buttermilk) which has not had any alkali or other chemical 
added to it, and shall contain not more than 4 percent of 
moisture. It shall contain not more than 1 1/2 percent of milk 
fat, have an acidity not exceeding 0.15 percent, a solubili- 

ty index of not more than 1.25 c.c. (insoluble matter) in 20 
grams of spray process powder, a bacterial count of not more 
than 15,000 per c.c., and it shall not show sediment of more 
than disk 3 as established by the American Dry Milk Institute. 
The flavor shall be sweet and clean and it shall be free from 
rancidity, tallowy, cheesy, soapy, or other objectionable 
flavors or odors.
